Campaigners ‘up in arms’ over protest row 

COUNCIL LEADER GOES 
THROUGH THE PETITION 
WITH FINE-TOOTH COMB 


LOCAL campaign¬ 
ers are up in arms, 
after the Leader of 
the Vale Council, 
Coun Gordon 
Kemp, appeared to 
question the legiti¬ 
macy of a recent 
petition. 

The petition in ques¬ 
tion was against the 
planned closures of 
council cash offices in 
Cowbridge, Llantwit 
Major and Penarth. 

The petition for 
Cowbridge and Llantwit 
was co-ordinated by 
Vale AM Jane Hutt and 
Coun Gwyn John of 
Llantwit Major, and 957 
signed the Llantwit 
Major part, while around 
400 signed in 
Cowbridge, 

The Vale Council 
argues that savings of 
£148,000 need to be 
made, and that the cash 
office closures will gen¬ 
erate £117,000 of that. 

However, a row blew 


up at a council meeting 
when Coun John pressed 
Coun Kemp on the sub¬ 
ject, asking whether the 
cash could be saved by 
no longer paying for 
councillors and council 
officers to go on twin¬ 
ning visits. 

In his reply, Coun 
Kemp revealed that he 
had asked council offi¬ 
cers to scrutinise the 
Cowbridge element of 
the petition, and had 
found one person whose 
address was in Italy, and 
others who were not on 
the electoral roll. 

An angry Coun Gwyn 
John told The GEM: “I 
was staggered by this 
reply. Finding a few 
names in this way does 
not damage the integrity 
of the petition in any 
way. 

“We are talking about 
more than 1,300 in total. 
Besides, these people 
could still have a per¬ 
fectly valid reason for 
expressing an opinion.” 

He continued: 


“However, what really 
surprises me is the waste 
of officer time that this 
involved. How much did 
that cost?” 

Vale AM Jane Hutt 
had similar reservations, 
saying: “A substantial 
petition signed by more 
than 1,300 people who 
were opposed to the clo¬ 
sure of the Vale Council 
offices in Llantwit 
Major and Cowbridge, 
was presented to the 
Vale Council Leader 
Gordon Kemp, by 
myself and Coun Gwyn 
John. 

“This demonstrated 
the strong concerns of 
local people who wanted 
their views to be consid¬ 
ered by the Vale Council 
cabinet. 

“I am concerned that 
the views of so many 
people living in the rural 
Vale appear to have been 
disregarded by the Vale 
Council, and I am also 
concerned about the 
legitimacy of the action 
taken as regards the 


rights and status of peti¬ 
tioners, as petitioning is 
a fundamental tenet of 
our democratic entitle¬ 
ments. 

“In all, I am very con¬ 
cerned about the way 
this petition has been 
handled, and have writ¬ 
ten for clarification of 
the council’s petitions 
policy.” 

She added: “I still 
hope to see a reversal of 
this unpopular decision.” 

However, in a reply to 
The GEM, Coun Kemp 
explained that the search 
had not cost anything. 

The head of financial 
services, Clive Teague, 
said: “The council has 
an up-to-date test system 
which is used for 
enquiries and the partial 
petition check, in this 
instance, was undertaken 
during a short period 
when the live system 
was down for mainte¬ 
nance.

Frustrating wait for 
lights to change 

I N response to the ‘Scrap the traffic 
lights’ letter in The GEM by DN 
Norman on December 31, I’ll admit 
that I rarely use the Waterton round¬ 
about at rush-hour times, but do use the 
A473 (B&Q) roundabout and experience 
similar frustrations. 

For some time, I have quietly ranted at the coun¬ 
cil for having traffic lights running 24 hours a day 
when there seems to be no necessity. 

There is little more frustrating than to sit at a 
deserted roundabout waiting for the lights to 
change. 

Not only must this be costing us, the taxpayers, 
dearly in electricity and maintenance, but I have 
lost count of the number of times lights have had to 
be completely replaced after accidents. 

The depressingly brief time when the traffic 
lights were not in use at Waterton convinced me 
that they are not necessary 24/7; queues were very 
rarely anything like those experienced when they 
were working. 

I’m sure that as the traffic was flowing more nat¬ 
urally, it caused fewer problems at other junctions; 
traffic moved as a steady stream, not in clusters of 
cars. 

Even the opening of Dunelm Mill on the round¬ 
about did not cause ‘traffic chaos’; vindication if 
ever it was needed. 

Are we truly powerless to change (or at least 
debate) this relentless spread of traffic control?

The truth is that sadly, 
some in the hunting fra¬ 
ternity do not accept the 
change to cruelty-free 
hunting and want to turn 
the clocks back to the 
cruelty and barbarism of 
the past by repealing the 
Act. 

The European Court 
ofHumanRight^recent^ 


ly rejected a claim 
backed by the 
Countryside Alliance 
that the ban infringed an 
individual’s human 
rights. 

This ruling agreed 
with the UK High Court 
finding, “ that hunting 
with dogs was cruel and 
the bans [in England, 
Wales and Scotland] 
were justified, as they 
aimed at preventing dis¬ 
order, protecting health 
and morals, and the 
rights and freedoms of 
others ”. 

With more than 130 
people now having been 
convicted for breaches 
of the Hunting Act, sure¬ 
ly it is high time the 
minority who enjoy 
chasing and killing wild 
animals for sport accept¬ 
ed that repealing a law 
which would bring back 
their cruel sport is sim¬ 
ply not an option.

Tom Arthur, Barry 
Footnote: The Vale 
Council’s operational 
manager (highway main¬ 
tenance) Andrew 
Loosemore explained: 
“The council has 
received an unprecedent¬ 
ed number of requests 
for salting and grit bin 
filling, and this has 
placed a heavy demand 
on resources and salt 
stocks. 

“A decision was taken 
last week to only salt the 
critical road network 
and attend to other 
requests on a priority 
basis. Unfortunately, it 
would appear that not 
all requests were able to 
be dealt with prior to 
this decision being 
made. 

“Priority lists are decid¬ 
ed upon as part of the 
council's winter service 
plan and a current list of 
the critical road network 
can be viewed on the 
council website. 

“We will, however, 
endeavour to continue to 
attend to any outstand¬ 
ing requests as and 
when resources make 
that possible. ”

Bonvilston speedster 
is on the fast track 



A COWBRIDGE 
Comprehensive 
School pupil is try¬ 
ing to make a name 
for himself in Kart 
Racing - following 
the same route 
which helped Lewis 
Hamilton to gain a 
foothold in top 
motor sport. 

Tom Harvey from 
Bonvilston is starting to 
get noticed, and if there 
was an award for the 
most improved driver of 
2009, the young karting 
star he would be a lead¬ 
ing contender. 

In his final outing of 
the year at PF 
International, he demon¬ 
strated just how far he 
has come in recent 
months. 

Previously, Tom fin¬ 
ished his Formula Kart 
Stars (FKS) campaign 
very strongly, and won 
the last round of the 
series. 

The FKS series set 
none other than Lewis 


Hamilton on the fast 
track to future FI glory, 
and the series now boasts 
the official backing of 
both the sport’s 
youngest-ever world 
champion and also 
Bemie Ecclestone. 

Half-way through the 
season, Tom switched to 
the Dan Hazlewood-run 
Fusion Motorsport outfit, 
and he has been on the up 
ever since. 

The Bonvilston 11- 
year-old said: “I feel 
much more confident 
now. 

“Dan has helped me a 
lot in terms of under¬ 
standing where I can 
learn from my team¬ 
mates and in where areas 
I need to improve. 

“It’s not just about 
driving - you need to 
work hard during the 
week too. 

“I’ve got a treadmill at 
home and am in a run¬ 
ning club at school, 
because so much of this 
sport is about brain, heart 
and fitness.” 

Right on the pace dur¬ 


ing practice, Tom con¬ 
verted mid-grid starting 
positions in the 35-strong 
Cadet field to fourth and 
third-place finishes in his 
two heats. 

Those results earned 
him fourth place on the 
grid for the all-important 
final. 

A tardy getaway when 
the lights went out by the 
driver directly in front 
cost him time and posi¬ 
tions, but in a brilliantly 
intelligent and mature 
display, Tom battled his 
way back. 

He explained how the 
crucial part of the race 
developed: 

“There were three of 
us fighting over second 
going into the last lap. 

“Trevyn-Jay Nelson 
went for it heading into 
the first corner, but Rory 
Cuff squeezed him and 
T-J hit the back of his 
kart and went briefly up 
in the air. 

“ I was right behind 
and just in the wrong 
place at the wrong time.

Vale policeman cops 
Queen’s Police Medal 


AN assistant chief 
constable who was 
born and bred in 
the Vale, and 
inspired to become 
a policeman by his 
grandfather, was 
awarded a Queen’s 
Police Medal in the 
New Year’s 

Honours List. 

Mr Bob Evans has 
been recognised for a 
distinguished policing 
career spanning 28 years. 

He told The GEM: “I 
owe much of what I have 
achieved throughout my 
career to my colleagues, 
and in particular to my 
family. 

“My wife Ceri, my son 
Lloyd (21) and my 
daughter Llinos-Wyn 
have always provided me 
with their unfaltering 
support in a career that in 
recent years has involved 
spending a lot of time 
from the family home.” 

Mr Evans’ first memo¬ 
ry of the police service 
was visiting his grandfa¬ 
ther’s house as a young¬ 
ster. 

“If my grandfather, 
Edgar Hiscock, was alive 
today he’d be almost 100 
years old. 

“He served as a police 
officer with the MoD and 
I can still recall visiting 
him and seeing his police 
uniform hanging up. 

“I always wanted to be 
a police officer and 
joined the force as a 
cadet at the age of 16.” 

In his late teenage 
years, Mr Evans cut his 
teeth on the beat in Barry, 
Barry Island and 
Llantwit Major, before 
being posted as a ser¬ 
geant to Cardiff, sta¬ 
tioned at Butetown. 

Byl995, he was a 
chief inspector in Neath, 
and later held two divi¬ 
sional commands, 

Swansea North and 
Cardiff. 

His career has meant 
working throughout 

Wales and England and 
from 2001- 2002, he 
inspected 21 police divi¬ 
sions in the space of 24 
months! 

After three years as 
the police commander of 



Cardiff, he left in 2007 
and graduated from the 
UK Police Strategic 
Command Course. He 
was seconded to the 
Home Office in 2008 as 
an assistant chief consta¬ 
ble in the action pro¬ 
gramme tackling knife 
crime. 

He is currently an 
assistant chief constable 
seconded to the Ministry 
of Justice advising on 
policing matters and the 
relationship between the 
prison service and police 
service throughout Wales 
and England. 

Despite working in 
London his thoughts are 
never far away from 
Wales. 

“I am immensely 
proud of my Vale and 
south Wales links and I 
take a more than keen 
interest in what is hap¬ 
pening there. 

“My father’s family 
were from Llanharry, my 
mother’s family were 
from Llyswomey, and I 
grew up in Gileston. 

“I went to Llantwit 
Major Comprehensive 
School and played rugby 
for Llantwit Major 
Rugby Club and 
Cowbridge Rugby 
Club.” 

Apart from Mr Evans’ 
family links to the Vale, 
there is also one in edu¬ 
cation. He is a governor 
at Ysgol Bro Morgannwg 
in Barry, which his 
daughter attends. 

News of the Queen’s 
Police Medal came as a 


surprise. 

He said: “It was total 
shock! I felt great pride at 
the news, but also humil¬ 
ity because many police 
officers are equally wor¬ 
thy.”

‘Keep eye on local 
schools’ — AM urges 

A REGIONAL Assembly Member has 
urged people living near local schools to 
report anything suspicious, after figures 
showed there have been more than 100 
acts of vandalism at Vale schools since 
April 2007. 

The Vale Council informed Chris Franks AM of 
the figure, estimating the attacks have cost £63,000. 

Some schools have introduced extra security 
measures, including high railings to protect premis¬ 
es. 

Mr Franks said: “I am very concerned at the lev¬ 
els and cost of vandalism in the Vale, and I support 
measures such as the installation of CCTV and fenc¬ 
ing. 

“Vandalism not only costs a significant amount of 
money, but does disrupt children’s education. I urge 
people living around schools to report anything sus¬ 
picious they see to the police.” 

The Vale Council reported that there had been 45 
incidents in 2007-08, 36 in 2008-09, and 11 so far in 
2009-10.

Council agrees 
£75,000 for 
sewage works 


THE Vale Council 
cabinet has agreed a 
£75,000 scheme to 
replace a sewage 
treatment works, 
built nearly 60 years 
ago in one of the 
area’s rural com¬ 
munities. 

Serving 11 properties 
- three in council owner¬

AGEING POPULATION IN THE TTK 

Medical advances are 
ticking time bomb for 
Vale Council’s budget 


| REPORT by PHILIP IRWIN 


LONG-TERM pre¬ 
dictions about the 
demographic make 
up of the Vale are a 
ticking time bomb 
for council finances 
- with future popu¬ 
lation changes lead¬ 
ing to ever-increas¬ 
ing pressures on 
social services. 

A range of factors - 
from an ageing popula¬ 
tion to military person¬ 
nel with long-term 
injuries - are combining 
to make grim reading for 
financial planners. 

The details were 
revealed in a report to 
the scrutiny committee 
for social care and 
health, compiled by 
Elina Dupres, the head 
of adult services at the 
Vale Council, and pre¬ 
sented just before 
Christmas. 

The adult services 
budget of £31 million is 
currently facing a 
‘small’ deficit of 
£148,000, but her report 
says that the prospect of 
achieving further cuts in 
years to come is 
“increasingly difficult”. 

She cites a number of 
factors, the first being 
the predicted increase in 
the elderly population. 

The report says that 
by 2020, the number of 
people in the UK living 
past 65 is expected to 
grow by 33 per cent, and 
the number past 85 will 


actually double. 

When it comes to the 
select group that passes 
the 100 landmark, that 
group is expected to 
quadruple as a result of 
medical advances. 

However, the Vale 
seems to have a healthi¬ 
er than average popula¬ 
tion, because the predic¬ 
tion for those living past 
65 is that it will grow, 
not by 33 per cent, but 
by 72 per cent! 

What is more, the 
average life expectancy 
is predicted to rise from 
80.1 years to 83.6. 

The report notes 
“Other local authorities 
in Wales have reported 
growing overspends in 
areas such as budgets for 
home care services as 
the impact of these 
demographic changes 
becomes more evident”. 

The problem is clear¬ 
ly one that will require a 
great deal of study. For 
instance, old people liv¬ 
ing longer does not nec¬ 
essarily lead to a higher 
bill for social services. 

If a sizeable propor¬ 
tion of the longer-lived 
pensioners stay in work 
longer, and stay active 
longer, then they might 
need help from social 
services only later in 
life. 

The report goes on to 
highlight a differnet 
area, and says that 


advances in care for 
those with a learning 
disability means that life 
expectancy has risen 
markedly in this group. 

It says: “As a conse¬ 
quence, there is an 
increase in the numbers 
of people with learning 
disability who go on to 
develop dementia and 
other major physiologi¬ 
cal/psychological condi¬ 
tions. 

“The Vale Council’s 
learning disability serv¬ 
ices are seeing a small 
but significant increase 
in the number of service 
users with very high 
support needs. 

“It is often when 
young people with a 
severe learning disability 
develop to puberty and 
grow into adulthood that 
the complexity of their 
conditions emerges - 
and the requirement for 
highly specialist support 
becomes increasingly 
apparent.” 

Care for some of 
these cases can be very 
expensive, and therein 
lies another problem, 
because in this area, 
there is a considerable 
turf war between differ¬ 
ent funding bodies. 

As the report puts it: 
“This is a notoriously 
confused area of policy 
and practice. The new 
Cardiff and Vale 
University LHB has 


recently rejected a num¬ 
ber of applications and 
appeals are being 
lodged. 

“Senior managers in 
the board have agreed to 
meet with the director of 
social services as a mat¬ 
ter of urgency to discuss 
this matter.” 

Yet another pressure 
on the social services 
budget, and again one 
that is rather unexpect¬ 
ed, is as a result of med¬ 
ical advances in treating 
trauma victims, includ¬ 
ing those coming home 
from Iraq or 
Afghanistan. 

The report says: 
“There has been an 
increase in the number 
of people with acquired 
brain injury (ABI) who 
are referred for assess¬ 
ment and support. 

“The survival rate of 
people suffering trauma 
through road traffic acci¬ 
dents and, more recently, 
as a consequence of 
active service in armed 
conflicts overseas, has a 
knock-on effect on serv¬ 
ices like ours which care 
for people who have 
needs beyond acute care. 

“Rehabilitation for 
people suffering brain 
injury often has very dif¬ 
ferent outcomes from 
those who have suffered 
other major physical 
trauma, and life-long 
support is usually 
required.”

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Father shone laser pen at police helicopter... 

‘RANK AND COMPLETE 
STUPIDITY’ - court told 


A father of three 
shone a laser pen at 
a hovering police 
helicopter for 10 
minutes, as officers 
hunted a suspect, a 
court heard last 
week. 

Adrian Blake’s 
‘prank’ was branded as 
“horrendously danger¬ 
ous” by a judge, who 
said it could have had 
“catastrophic conse¬ 
quences”. 

Blake was playing 
with the green laser at 
9.45pm in September 
last year as the South 
Wales Police helicopter 
hovered at 1,500ft with 


four people on board. 

Cardiff Crown Court 
heard that Blake (31), 
targeted the force’s heli¬ 
copter in a “sustained 
attack”. 

Prosecutor Julian 
Greenwood said the 
pilot took evasive action 
to avoid being blinded 
as the green light 
bounced around the 
cockpit in “random, 
multiple bursts” and 
added: “The crew felt 
they were being deliber¬ 
ately targeted.” 

On-board cameras 
focused on Blake - and 
officers on the ground 
arrested him in his back 
garden, where he was 


still holding the pen. 
Blake told police he was 
trying to see how far the 
beam reached. 

Kevin Seal, mitigat¬ 
ing, told the court: “This 
was rank and complete 
stupidity by a man who 
should have known bet¬ 
ter.” 

Recorder of Cardiff 
Judge Nicholas Cooke 
QC said: “This was an 


act of incomprehensible 
selfishness. 

“You placed the lives 
of four people in that 
helicopter at risk and, as 
this was an urban area, 
also risked the lives of 
people on the ground.” 

Blake wept in the 
dock as the judge told 
him his family saved 
him from immediate 
jail. 


The judge added: 
“Your wife has written 
to me asking me not to 
damage her family life. 
You have three children 
all doing well at school. 
You’re the breadwinner 
and their futures would 
be blighted by me 
imprisoning you. 

“But for the rest of 
your life you need to 
know you could have 


left children just like 
your own fatherless.” 

Blake, of Bryncethin, 
Bridgend, admitting 
endangering the safety 
of an aircraft. 

He was given 26 
weeks in jail, suspended 
for two years, and 
ordered to carry out 300 
hours unpaid work. He 
will be tagged to obey 
an 8pm-6am curfew for 


three months. 

Speaking after the 
case, South Wales 
Police air support unit 
Inspector Gary Smart 
said: “Shining a laser at 
an aircraft is extremely 
dangerous and puts lives 
at risk. 

“We take this 
extremely seriously and 
will continue to take 
action to prosecute any¬ 
one carrying out this 
offence. 

“The camera fitted to 
the aircraft is capable of 
locating where the lasers 
come from and identify¬ 
ing who has shone 
them. 

“People might think 


this is just a harmless 
prank, but they must 
know this kind of 
behaviour is extremely 
dangerous and could 
have fatal conse¬ 
quences.” 

Insp Smart added: 
“Many of these laser 
lights have strong 
beams, which can cause 
temporary blindness or 
more permanent 
injuries, even from a 
great distance. 

“The pilot and crew’s 
vision can be impeded, 
putting their lives and 
the lives of people on 
the ground at risk,” he 
stressed.

cyclists/pedestrians 
safety when using 
the B4270 Llantwit 
Major to Llandow 
road. 

I must start by 
emphasising that I was 
merely trying to suggest 
that the said group of 
road users (cyclists and 
pedestrians) might con¬ 
sider using safer alterna¬ 
tive routes to what is a 
very busy road, or if 
they feel compelled to 
risk their lives along this 
road, how they might do 
so more safely. 

No matter how irre¬ 
sponsible a driver might 
be, and there are a large 
number of those on the 
roads today, even the 
best drivers will find it 
hard to react to a 
cyclist/pedestrian they 
have not seen until too 
late due to the lack of 


reflective clothing/poor 
cycle lights being 
worn/displayed. 

I know that these 
alternative routes are far 
from ideal (flooding/pot 
holes/thorns) but it’s all 
about reducing the risks. 

The slight discomfort 
of using these routes for 
short distances (bumpy 
ride, wet feet, punc¬ 
tures) was more prefer¬ 
able to getting run over! 

In the 20-plus years 
that I daily commuted 
along mainly country 
lanes from Bridgend to 
St Athan by bike, com¬ 
ing into conflict with 
motorised vehicles was 
very rare; my still being 
here is testament to that! 

With reference to The 
Highway Code, the use 
of decent cycle lights 
and reflective clothing is 
essential and not unaf¬ 
fordable when put in the 
context of your safety. 

Pedestrians walking 
on the correct side of 
the road, (in more visi¬ 
ble clothing) facing 
oncoming traffic can be 
helpful. The purchasing 
of an Ordnance Survey 


map can be very useful 
for the finding of alter¬ 
native routes; for exam¬ 
ple, why not consider 
the Llanmaes-Sigingston 
route? 

Has Dr RP Sheppard 
ever considered pur¬ 
chasing Kevlar rein¬ 
forced tyres? 

Although a bit more 
expensive, they almost 


totally eradicate punc¬ 
tures. The bottom line is 
we’re not going to 
change the road condi¬ 
tions, motorists and 
human nature - but if 
we can reduce the risks 
as fellow road users, we 
might be able to carry 
our journeys more safe¬ 
ty-

ed folk in our commu¬ 
nities are badly affect¬ 
ed. 

This is difficult for 
families and businesses 
as they seek to get on 
with their daily lives and 
responsibilities. That is 
how it has felt for every¬ 
one over the past few 
weeks. 

This is when our pub¬ 
lic services are at the 
forefront of a response 
which must ‘keep Wales 
moving’. 

Our First Minister, 
Carwyn Jones, recog¬ 
nised this in his state¬ 
ment to the Assembly on 
Tuesday, with reports on 
the planning and com¬ 
mitment of all those at 
the front line of deliver¬ 
ing services in our com¬ 
munities, from the grit¬ 
ting of roads to the care 
of the elderly. 

At these times, gov¬ 
ernment works together, 
locally and nationally, to 
liaise on the opening of 
our schools, arrange¬ 
ments for exams, and 
sharing of responsibili¬ 
ties for keeping our 
roads and transport links 
open. 

Recognition and 
thanks must be given to 


our public service 
workforce who 
have worked flat- 
out over the past 
few weeks, to 
ensure that peo¬ 
ple have access 
to A and E 
departments, GP 
practices, as well 
as hospital serv¬ 
ices. 

This thanks 
must also be 
extended to all 
the voluntary 
groups who have 
been active to 
meet the needs of 
vulnerable people 
and to go beyond 
the call of duty to reach 
out to those who need 
extra attention and care. 

A spirit of neighbour¬ 
hood concern has been 
evident as neighbours 
check out who needs 
help, offering shopping, 
help to cross a pavement 
or a lift to the shops or 
GP. 

Of course, families are 
in the front line, as they 
know how they can help 
the relatives with the 
greatest needs. 

This is where ‘care, 
commitment and com- 
monsense’ can make 
such a difference in these 
unusual times. But there 
is no doubt that there 
will be lessons learnt 
about this extended ‘cold 
snap’, as we already 
recognise in government, 
to ensure that we plan as 
well for these climatic 
events, as we have been 
doing for swine flu. Civil 
contingencies form a 
major part of our respon¬ 
sibilities.

St John volunteers

“The crews have done a 
great job under the severe weather conditions.” 

Between December 18 and January 3, volunteers 
provided a staggering 470 hours of support to help 
deal with the treacherous conditions. 

Keith Dunn, chief executive for St John Wales, 
said: “Our volunteers and our patient transport serv¬ 
ice staff have made a real difference in helping and 
supporting the community in so many ways over the 
last 24 hours.”

It is important to 
report on other recent 
Assembly Government 
decisions, such as the 
announcement by Carl 
Sargeant, our new Social 
Justice and Local 
Government Minister, 
before Christmas that we 
are introducing a Welsh 
business rate relief pack¬ 
age that will increase the 
upper limits for each cat¬ 
egory of small business 
rate relief by at least 20 
per cent. 

In his statement, he 
said that the measures 
would mean that from 
next April over half of 
all business premises in 
Wales could qualify for 
this relief. 

This statement was 
welcomed by Janet 
Jones, chair of the 
Federation of Small 
Businesses, who said 
that the above inflation 
increase in the thresholds 
of small business rates 
relief was an early 
Christmas present for 
many businesses in 
Wales. 

Equally welcome, I 
am sure was the 
announcement by the 
Deputy First Minister, of 
reforms to the Blue 
Badge scheme, following 
consultation. A steering 
group, including mem¬ 
bers of Disability Wales 
and the Disabled Persons 
Transport Advisory 
Committee, as well as 
local authorities, helped 
with these reform pro¬ 
posals, which include 
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extending the eligibility 
of the scheme to children 
under three years of age 
with specific medical 
conditions - and extend¬ 
ing the eligibility of the 
scheme to other groups 
of disabled people. 

With the recent re¬ 
launch of the Vale of 
Glamorgan Women's Aid 
service to place a greater 
emphasis on prevention, 
the statement on January 
5 by Carl Sargeant, on 
the strategy to address 
violence against women 
and domestic abuse, will 
also be welcomed. He 
said: “It is essential that 
we all work together to 
eradicate violence 
against women in our 
society.lt is not accept¬ 
able that so many 
women experience 
domestic abuse and sex¬ 
ual assault in their life¬ 
times.” 

Our Legislation 
Programme in Wales is 
gathering pace, with the 
consultation on the 
Transport Order which 
will move to extend 
powers to Wales that 
could meet many of the 
recommendations of the 
Stuart’s Campaign, being 
discussed by an 
Assembly Committee 
this week and other 
Welsh laws making their 
way through the 
Assembly.The workload 
is considerable, and 
rightly so. 

I am hosting a meet¬ 
ing with all the UK 
Finance Ministers in 
Cardiff this week to dis¬ 
cuss our common 
responsibilities for man¬ 
aging the public purse 
and ensuring that we can 
get the best value for our 
public services with the 
toughest budget predict¬ 
ed in the past decade. 

This will also need to 
be handled with care and 
commitment as well as 
commonsense. 

So there is a renewed 
sense of responsibility 
for new and planned pro¬ 
grammes, for all those 
elected to serve in the 
Assembly, as we take on 
the challenges of 2010.

Metrix chief says that £12 billion 
project is still right on course...

THE chief execu¬ 
tive of the Metrix 
consortium says 
that the last six 
months have been 
“very positive” 
for the future of 
the £12 billion 
project. 

Jim Morrison of 
Metrix told The GEM 
that the “final closure” 
on the project had 
always been expected in 
November 2010, and 
warned against reading 
too much into the fact 
that the decision would 
be taken after the 
impending general elec¬ 
tion. 

Nevertheless, the 
issue appears destined to 
become a political foot¬ 
ball, with Labour and 
the Conservatives trying 
to score points. 

Vale MP John Smith, 
however, is also insist¬ 
ing that the Defence 


Technical College 
(DTC) has taken another 
step towards completion 
after the UK Defence 
Minister made a state¬ 
ment to the House of 
Commons. 

Mr Smith welcomed 
a ministerial statement 
last week which updated 
the Government’s 
timetable on the 
Defence Technical 
College at St Athan and 
spelled out the project’s 
importance to the future 
training of our Armed 
Forces. 

Mr Smith pointed to a 
further boost later in the 
week, when a £29 mil¬ 
lion contract was signed 
off - meaning that the 
Metrix Consortium will 
now get to work relocat¬ 
ing the existing school 
of technical training in 
MoD St Athan. 

In a written state¬ 
ment, the Defence 
Minister, Bill Rammell 
MP, told the House of 
Commons that the St 


Athan project is on track 
for an investment deci¬ 
sion in the summer. 

He also listed some of 
the key benefits the proj¬ 
ect will deliver, includ¬ 
ing real savings against 
existing defence budgets 
over the next 30 years, 
the release of 1,200 
service personnel for 
‘front line’ duties, and 
improvements to living 
accommodation for 
members of the Armed 
Forces and their fami¬ 
lies. 

Mr Smith said: “I 
welcome the firm 
timetable provided by 
the Minister which will 
allow local people and 
businesses to get ready 
for the start of this trans¬ 
formational £12 billion 
project. 

“There can be no 
doubt whatsoever that 
this Government is com¬ 


mitted to the project 
going ahead at St 
Athan.” 

Metrix chief execu¬ 
tive Jim Morrison said: 
“The DTR Package One 
project made consider¬ 
able progress last year, 
securing a £31m Early 
Training Transformation 
contract which was a 
vitally important step 
forward in providing 
future specialist training 
to the UK Armed 
Forces. 

“This was soon fol¬ 
lowed by the news that 
planning permission had 
been granted for the 
future Defence 

Technical College.” 

The third boost cited 
by Mr Morrison was the 
awarding of the £29 mil¬ 
lion contract known as 
‘Early Works’, making 
possible a series of 
design, construction and 


clearance activities at 
the St Athan site. 

Jim Morrison contin¬ 
ued: 

“The date for final 
closure on this project 
was November 2010, 
and that remains the 
final closure date, so 
nothing has changed, in 
my opinion. 

“We have been given 
the cash (£29 million) 
for the early works proj¬ 
ect, and this will enable 
us to relocate the No4 
School of Technical 
Training (4STT). 

“Once that is done we 
will start to prepare the 
St Athan site to start 
building the DTC.” 

The Early Works con¬ 
tract anticipates that the 
relocation of 4STT will 
start in March 2010. 

At the same time, 
work will start on the 
ecology work necessary 
to protect on-site newts 
and bats. 

By May 2010, demo¬ 
lition work on the exist¬ 


ing 4STT buildings will 
start, and the training 
school will finally be 
installed in its new home 
by October 2010. 

Finally, in March 
2011, the demolition of 
the old buildings will be 
completed. 

Mr Morrison said that 
there were compelling 
reasons for the project to 
go ahead. 

He said: 

“The MoD acknowl¬ 
edges that improved 
training will mean that 
more Service personnel 
will be freed up for front 
line duties. The current 
estimate is 1,200.” 

He commented that 
the need for those extra 
Servicemen and women 
was obvious in the cur¬ 
rent situation, and was 
something that would 
make a big difference to 
the MoD in future years. 

Mr Smith said: “This 
is great news for the 
Welsh economy and 
shows, yet again, this

government’s commit¬ 
ment to the future of St 
Athan. 

“I want people here in 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
to know that this gov¬ 
ernment has no intention 
of turning its back on 
this part of Wales. 

“That’s why the gov¬ 
ernment has underwrit¬ 
ten more than £110 mil¬ 
lion of essential works 
linked with the St Athan 
project. 

“This is a major mile¬ 
stone which takes us 
closer to the delivery of 
the project at St Athan,” 
the MP concluded.

'Remove some roundabout 
traffic lights, but not all!’ 


1 REFER to the 
correspondence 
in The GEM 
relating to traffic 
lights on round¬ 
abouts and should 
like to add my voice 
to the debate. 

Having lived in the 
area for just five years, I 
accept that I have had 


little experience of the 
roundabouts referred to 
without lights. However, 
it took only a few days 
to see the benefits of 
having no lights at the 
Waterton roundabout. 

Over the period their 
use was suspended, I 
experienced no problems 
of safety, everyone 
seemed to me to be 


using due care and atten¬ 
tion. 

I was reminded of 
those local authorities 
currently experimenting 
with streets free of all 
traffic signs and street 
furniture aimed at ‘safe¬ 
ty’ . Traffic flowed with¬ 
out tailbacks at all times 
of day. 

The council should 
examine its data and 
give serious considera¬ 
tion to benefits of 
removing these lights 
and others like them. 

That said, I have 
reservations about 
removing the lights 
where the B4265 
Ewenny Road crosses 
the A48. 

I presume these lights 
were introduced, not so 
much for safety but to 
allow traffic to cross/join 
the A48, which could 
hold the right of way for 
long periods. 

It may be they could 
be set to operate at peak 
times only; without 
them, I believe the traf¬ 
fic on the B4265 would 
have considerable diffi¬ 
culty getting onto the 
roundabout. 

Personally, I find the 
sequence and timing sat¬ 
isfactory. While there is 
delay waiting your turn, 
there is a commensurate 
time when it is your 
turn. 

The overall result is to 
even out the time taken 
to negotiate the junction.

Boverton flood 
meeting is held 


BOVERTON resi¬ 
dents held an infor¬ 
mal get-together 
with local AMs to 
put together the 
case for funding for 
flood relief. 

The meeting was held 
at the home of Colm 
O’Shea on Monday and 
was attended by Jane 
Hutt, AM for the Vale 
and Andrew RT Davies 
and Alun Cairns, regional 
AMs. Also present was 
Coun Dave Lane, who 
has convened a series of 
public meetings to dis¬ 
cuss flooding in the area, 
and Coun Gwyn John, 
who has also been a cam¬ 
paigner for the past 10 
years. 

The meeting heard 
that the National 
Assembly will be hold¬ 
ing a meeting on January 
22 to assess the bids 
received from councils 
for EU funding for flood 


relief. The Vale Council 
has submitted an applica¬ 
tion for money to provide 
a new culvert at 
Boverton and also for 
work to the Boverton 
Brook lower down at 
Ham Manor. 

All three AMs have 
attended meetings and 
visited these sites over 
recent months. 

Coun Lane said that 
figures were produced at 
the meeting from the 
Environment Agency, 
which seriously underes¬ 
timated the number of 
homes at risk of flooding 
in the area. It was agreed 
that the AMs would chal¬ 
lenge this information 
ahead of the meeting. 

Coun Lane will also 
call a public meeting at 
Llantwit Town Hall the 
week after the Assembly 
meeting to give residents 
an update on what took 
place. 

The date for this has 
not yet been finalised.

Athan site ready for the 
start of construction 
work.” 

The ‘Early Works’ 
contract will, in effect, 
move the existing 
school of technical train¬ 
ing to a new site within 
the MoD St Athan com¬ 
plex. 

Ms Davies said: 
“This latest contract 
shows that this 
Government is

absolutely committed to 
St Athan and is putting 
its money where its 
mouth is. 

“Whenever he has 
been questioned about 
his position on the St 
Athan project, David 
Cameron has repeatedly

“This contradicts 
Alun Cairns, the 
Conservative candidate 
in the Vale, who claims 
that the Tories support 
the project ‘in principle 
and in practice’.”

until after a general elec¬ 
tion. 

He said: “This further 
delay in the final deci¬ 
sion is bad news for the 
Vale, and for Wales. 

“When David 

Cameron was in Barry, 
he said that he wanted 
the decision taken as 
soon as possible to give 
the project certainty and 
to help create wealth 
during this deep reces¬ 
sion. 

“David Cameron is 
on the record as saying 
that everyone wants this 
to go ahead, is commit¬ 
ted to making this work 
and, of course, we 
expect it to demonstrate 
value for money.” 

Mr Caims continued: 
“This prevarication is 
causing doubt. I have 
been working closely 
with Metrix and the 


Conservative defence 
team to be ready in the 
event of a change of 
government, doing all 
possible to make this 
project a realty for the 
Vale.” 

He was under¬ 
whelmed by the new 
£29 million contract, 
saying: “Naturally, I am 
pleased that the prelimi¬ 
nary works contract has 
been agreed but again, 
this has been delayed on 
several occasions and 
should have been agreed 
last year.” 

Plaid Cymru’s candi¬ 
date, Ian Johnson, had 
this to say: “The real 
story at St Athan is the 
disappointing loss of 
339 jobs at the base that 
were announced by the 
Labour Government 
before Christmas.”

There will be people 
on hand to answer a 
wide range of ques¬ 
tions, and the meetings 
are being organised by 
Epilepsy Wales, who

The event is being 
supported by the Vale 
Council through the 
Wellbeing Activity 
Grant 

A spokesman said: 


“You can sum up what 
people know about 
epilepsy quite easily. 

“It’s a rare condition 
which means you can’t 
drive or go to night 
clubs or use a comput¬ 
er. Not life-threatening 
and you don’t know 
anyone with it. 

“Unfortunately, that 
is quite wrong!” 

He explained: 
“Epilepsy affects one 
out of every 131 of the 
general population, 
more than 23,000 peo¬ 
ple in Wales. At a sell¬ 
out Six-Nations Wales 
v England rugby inter¬ 
national at the 
Millennium Stadium, 


statistically 560 people 
will have epilepsy. 

“If you have noctur¬ 
nal, or sleep-time 
seizures, under certain 
criteria you can hold a 
driving licence. 

“Flashing lights are 
a problem for one spe¬ 
cific epileptic condi¬ 
tion, and with new 
computer screens they 
can pose little or no 
problem.” 

The Penarth meeting 
is in the Paget Rooms, 
at 10am - 4.30pm, on 
February 3. The 
Cowbridge meeting is 
in the Town Hall, also 
at 10am - 4.30pm, on 
February 10.

This is one Road 
worth travelling 


S INCE his 

intensely brood¬ 
ing perform¬ 
ance as Aragorn in 
The Lord of the 
Rings trilogy, Viggo 
Mortensen has done 
his best to avoid 
being pigeonholed as 
a blockbuster actor. 

There was the slight 
mis-step of Hidalgo, 
which traded on 
Mortensen’s ability to do 
rugged, but since then 
the actor has retreated to 
less mainstream, but far 
more satisfying work. 

Two team-ups with 
David Cronenberg yield¬ 
ed the superb A History 
of Violence and the solid 
Eastern Promises, while 
he also featured in works 
like Appaloosa, Good 
and Alatriste, and his 
latest sees him join up 
with Australian director 
John Hillcoat for an 
adaptation of Cormac 
McCarthy’s novel, The 
Road. 

Following an unseen 
disaster, the world has 
become nothing more 
than a ravaged land¬ 
scape, one which Man 
(Mortensen) and Boy 
(Kodi Smit-McPhee) 
must travail to make 
their way to the south, 
where they hope salva¬ 
tion awaits. 

But their journey is 
fraught with danger, as 
the members of a frac¬ 
tured and desperate soci¬ 
ety will do anything nec¬ 
essary to aid their own 
survival... 

Given the bleakness 
of the weather over the 
past week or so, The 
Road comes at a time 
when most of us feel as 
if we’re trudging 
through a world not so 
much decimated by a 
disaster as one decimat¬ 
ed by freezing condi¬ 
tions. 

But loose parallels 
aside, the arrival of The 
Road in cinemas certain¬ 
ly comes with more than 
an icy blast of bleakness, 
with Cormac 
McCarthy’s superb 
source novel transferred 
to the big screen with 
due care and attention, 
resulting in a despon¬ 
dently captivating piece 
of work that maintains 
your attention through¬ 
out. 

Australian director 
John Hillcoat showed he 
was more than at home

with parched landscapes 
and desolate landscapes 
in his last film, The 
Proposition, which told 
of ruthlessness and 
familial bonds in late 
19th century Australia. 

These themes, and 
visuals, are a key com¬ 
ponent of transferring 
McCarthy’s prose into 
film, and Hillcoat does 
an excellent job of doing 
that. His visuals capture 
the austere state the 
world has fallen into, 
power pylons torn down, 
houses empty except for 
skeletons, the gangs that 
patrol to kill fellow 
humans in order to eat - 
ah possible depravities 
are alluded to. 

He is also adept at 
capturing the fragile 
beauty in this world 
gone to seed, the shots 
of Man and Boy walking 
through the landscape 
showing a degree of 
restraint, maintaining the 
intimate feel of what is 
essentially a two-hander. 

The occasional use of 
voice-over does detract a 
little from what is on 
screen, adding little 
insight or relevance to 
things that the director 
does a good enough job 
of highlighting with a 
look or shot, but it is a 
superb job by Hillcoat 
who really gets inside 
the story. 

He is helped by Joe 
Penhall’s adapted 
screenplay, which high¬ 
lights the real story 
behind the disaster and 
the fight for survival, 
that of a father teaching 
his son how to survive 
for when he isn’t there 
any longer to protect 
him. 

By making this the 
crux of the story, it 
throws away the typical 
conceits of a survival 
film; here, you’re aware 
that probably there is no 
chance of salvation, that 
the world is irrevocably 
gone to pieces and you 
have only yourself to 
rely on. 

By laying the focus so 
heavily upon the rela¬ 
tionship of Man and 
Boy, it draws the story 
into something far more 
real and tangible, and far 
easier to relate to. 

The performances 
similarly do an excellent 
job of ensuring the focus 
lays on the parental rela¬ 
tionship, with both 
Viggo Mortensen and 
Kodi Smit-McPhee 
excelling in their roles. 

Mortensen has been 
on a roll lately, and it 
shows little sign of let¬ 
ting up here, capturing 
superbly the survive-at- 
all-costs mentality that 
threatens to rob him of 
his humanity. 

While the use of 
flashbacks go some way 
to establishing just why 
Man is so driven to sur¬ 
vival (and offer a degree 
of depth with a cameo 
by Charlize Theron as 
his wife), it is in the 
moments between father 
and son that the reason 
for his unerring desire to 
protect and teach come 
to the fore. 

Youngster Kodi Smit- 
McPhee offers a won¬ 
derful performance as a 
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by GARETH 
JAMIESON 


youngster whose only 
knowledge of the world 
is that through which 
they walk, with small 
moments such as drink¬ 
ing a can of Coke or eat¬ 
ing tins of peaches exe¬ 
cuted with the right level 
of wonderment. Smit- 
McPhee plays the char¬ 
acter without any degree 
of wisdom or savvy, 
thoroughly befitting the 
nature of the character. 

With small but per¬ 
fectly-performed cameo 
turns from Theron and 
Robert Duvall as a simi¬ 
larly stricken survivor, 
The Road isn’t lacking 
in quality, yet it does 
suffer somewhat from a 
lack of pace. 

Hillcoat feels the need 
to keep the film almost 
episodic in nature, yet 
lacks the thrust to really 
keep the film going. 

The Road is certainly 
an absorbing watch, but 
one that does tend to 
drag in places - the per¬ 
formances and Hillcoat’s 
direction managing to 
compensate sufficiently 
enough for this to be a 
worthwhile viewing 
experience. 

VERDICT - This is 
certainly a Road worth 
travelling, as strong per¬ 
formances from both 
Viggo Mortensen and 
Kodi Smit-McPhee and 
wonderful direction from 
John Hillcoat bring 
Cormac McCarthy’s 
novel to life. 

Its slow pace may 
take some of the lustre 
from it, but The Road is 
an impressive, yet 
despairingly captivating, 
piece of work. 
Recommended.

Air accident inquiry says Kenfig 
pilots ‘did not see each other’ 


A detailed RAF 
inquiry into a plane 
crash over Kenfig 
Nature Reserve last 
February has con¬ 
cluded that it was a 
tragic accident - 
caused by neither 
pilot seeing the 
other. 

The report has firmly 
dismissed any sugges¬ 
tions that the planes 
were doing ‘aerobatics’ 

- and it has also said 
that the planes were not 
flying alongside each 
other so that passengers 
could wave to each 
other. 

Instead, the examin¬ 
ing panel says that a 
number of factors led to 
reduced visibility - and 
that the collision was 
pure chance. 

Air Cadets Katie-Jo 
Davies, 14, and Nikkita 
Marie Walters, 13, from 
Gilfach Goch, and their 
instructors, Flying Officer 
Andrew Marsh, 24, from 
Penarth, and Flying 
Officer Hylton Price, 63, 
who lived in Bridgend, 
all died in the crash. 

It was on Wednesday, 
February 11, that they set 
off from RAF St Athan 
for a 25-minute ‘experi¬ 
ence’ flight in Grob Tutor 
Aircraft. 

The picture painted by 
the examining panel is of 
two planes taking off from 
St Athan and flying west, 
about one mile apart. 
They were not in radio 
contact. 


Above Kenfig Nature 
Reserve, the lead plane 
began a long turn, possi¬ 
bly with a view to heading 
back to St Athan, or 
because it was doing a 
“look-out scan” - a 
manouevre designed to 
check where the second 
plane was. 

In fact, the inquiry says 
there is evidence that the 
second plane had been 
doing a similar lookout 
scan as well. 

It was during this turn, 
says the inquiry, that the 
two pilots failed to make 
visual contact. 

When the collision 
came, the second plane 
was maintaining a straight 
course, and the lead plane 
was still executing its 
turn. 

At the point of colli¬ 
sion, the lead plane was at 
an angle, with its right 
wing tip raised, and it was 
this wing tip that made 
contact with the other 
plane, just before its tail 
section. 

As a result, the second 
plane lost its tail section 
and went into a rapid 
descent. The inquiry sug¬ 
gests that, although the 
collision took place at an 
altitude of 2,600 feet, it 
was only 17 seconds 
before it hit the ground. 

The pilot ‘exited’ the 
plane 700 ft above ground 
but, as he apparently 
made no attempt to inflate 
his parachute, the inquiry 
believes that he was prob¬ 
ably unconscious when he 
was thrown out of the 
cockpit.

The ‘lead’ plane, hav¬ 
ing lost its right wing in 
the collision, spiralled to 
earth, and the inquiry esti¬ 
mated that it took 23 sec¬ 
onds before hitting the 
ground. 

The inquiry noted that 
the pilot had unclipped his 
safety harness, but had not 
attempted to eject. 

It is thought that he was 
probably making a vain 
attempt to release the har¬ 
ness of his passenger. 

The accident inquiry 
has gone into great detail, 
and commissioned com¬ 
puter simulations of the 


incident, and also asked 
experienced flyers to 
recreate the events in sim¬ 
ilar aircraft and in similar 
conditions. 

A whole range of fac¬ 
tors are mentioned, 
including the white colour 
of the planes, which may 
have been difficult to see 
against the background of 
distant cloud, and the fact 
that one plane may have 
been coming out of the 
sun. 

There was also discus¬ 
sion of whether one of the 
pilots had expected the 
other plane to be in a dif¬ 
ferent sector of his field of 
view, and therefore was 
concentrating too much 
on one sector. 


However, the main 
concentration appeared to 
be on the design of the 
cockpit on the Grob Tutor. 
Experts said that the 
canopy arch, spine and 
handle all contributed to 
cutting the field of view. 

The inquiry panel also 
noted that the pilot in the 
lead plane was wearing 
corrective flying specta¬ 
cles and that this, in con¬ 
junction with the canopy 
of the plane, could have 
created a blind spot in his 
field of vision. 

A total of 15 recom¬ 
mendations have been 
made by the inquiry 
panel, with many aspects 
of the current flying 
regime to be reviewed.

Emergency services 
battle hard to keep 
the Vale moving... 


ROAD conditions 
were treacherous 
yesterday 
(Wednesday) as 
vehicles across the 
Vale struggled to 
make journeys. 

A Vale police 
spokesman told The 
GEM: “On Ty Newydd 
hill in Barry, a bus 
bumped into a number of 
cars. 

“It came to a halt, and 
fortunately no-one was 
injured. 

“In Llysworney, a fuel 
tanker jack-knifed and 
there were traffic hold¬ 
ups from 8am in the 
morning. 

“The vehicle was 
removed by 9am, but 
traffic was unable to 
make the journey down 
the B4270 from Llantwit 
Major.” 

Police advised people 
to only venture onto the 
roads if it was absolutely 
necessary. 

The Welsh Ambulance 
Service said it was being 
selective about who it 
should transport, but was 
ensuring that high priori¬ 
ty patients still made hos¬ 
pital appointments. 

A spokesman said: 
“Due to the adverse 
weather, our patient 
transport service is only 
taking specially identi¬ 
fied patients, such as 
renal and cancer patients, 
to hospital clinic appoint¬ 
ments. 


“No other patients will 


be transported, unless it 
is at the specific request 
of a hospital due to the 
nature of the treatment 
which is needed.” 

The ambulance 
spokesman continued: 
“In addition, our health 
courier service is concen¬ 
trating on maintaining 
supplies at blood banks 
and hospitals, rather than 
transporting routine med¬ 
ical specimens from GP 
surgeries for analysis. 

“Because of the road 
conditions that everyone 
is experiencing as a 
result of the severe 
weather, there may be 
delays in emergency 


vehicles getting to 
patients, but we are 
working to limit the con¬ 
sequences of this. 

“As part of this, we are 
currently making use of 
4x4 support vehicles, 
which are more suited to 
the extreme conditions. 

“People do seem to be 
heeding the advice to 
only dial 999 in a real 
emergency, and that is 
also helping. 

“We continue to ask 
people to only contact 
999 if absolutely neces¬ 
sary and only in the event 
of a life threatening 
emergency.”

ence to their training. 

“After being forced to
